Harriman’s Lawyer Defends the 
Chicago and Alton Deal—South.- 
ern Pacific and Union 
Pacific Declared Not to 
Be Competing Lines,

April 4.—Argument in 
matter of E. H. Harriman’s rail- 
transactions was begun before 
the interstate commerce commission 
The case commenced at id 
-o'clock, and when the commission ad- 
journed for the day at 4:30 Mr. Harri- 
man’s attorneys had not completed 
their presentation in his behalf. 

The first of the series of addresses 
was made by Attorney Paul D. Cra- 
who represented not- only Mr. 
Harriman but also Kuhn, Loeb & Co., 
and he was followed in the order 
named by Judge R. S. Lovett and John 
G. Milburn. Mr. Cravath dealt espe- 
capitalization, while Mr. Lovett de- 
voted most of his attention to tne 
attack upon the consolidation 
of the Union Pacific and 
the Southern Pacific. roads, which was 
brought about largely through Mr. 
Harriman’s instrumentality. Mr. Mil- 
burn had not concluded when the com- 
mission adjourned, but far ashe 
went he dealt entirely with the union 
of the two Pacific roads. 

Mr. Cravath contended that the Chi- 
cago and Alton transaction had been 
misunderstood by both the commission 
and the public, and he declared that the 
proceeding they followed was not un- 
usual in financial transactions. Mr. 
Lovett also gave some attention to 
the Chicago and Alton affair, contend- 
ing that the public had suffered no 
loss on account of the method of the 
recapitalization. With reference to the 
Southern Pacific and the Union Pacific 
roads, he declared that they were not 
competing lines, but argued that even 
if they were the transaction had not 
been illegal because the Southern Pa- 
cific had been purchased outright by 
the Union Pacific, which was not in 
contravention of the constitutien. 

Following Mr, Lovett, Attorney John 
G. Milburn expressed the opinion that 
if the Southern Pacific-Union Pacific 
system is illegal, every railroad sys- 
tem in the United States is illegal. He 
considered the questions involved the 
most important that could possibly be 
raised in connection with the railroads.

}He said he was sure that other systems 


would have more difficulty than he 
and his fellow counsel would have in 
sustaining their contentions. 

He argued that the purchase of the 
Southern Pacific had been legal under 
the anti-trust laws. He said that act 
covers only contracts, combinations or 
conspiracies in restraint of trade, but 
that it does not deal at all with the 
purchase of property. He.would never 
admit that such a restriction had been 
intended unless it was plainly written 
in the statute. 

“Tf you make illegal every purchase 
of competing property, you stop the 
business of the world,” *he asserted, and 
followed this declaration with the 
statement that the wheels could not 
revolve for twenty-four hours after 
such a restriction.

INCREASED PAY 
FOR TRAINMEN 


Differences Between West- 
ern Roads and Em- 
ployees Settled. 


— 


Chicago, April 4.—The differences be- 
tween the western railroads and the 
members of the Order of Conductors and 
of the Brotherhoog of Railway Train- - 
men were finally adjusted today. The 


men abandoned their demand for a nine- 
hour work day and the reilroads made 
an advance over their previous proposition 
in the pay of baggagemen, flagmen and 
brakemen of $1.50 per month. The orig- 
inal demands of the men were for an in- 
creage of 12 per cent and for a work- 
ing day of nine hours. Tie managers 
offered an increase in pay of ten per cent 
ang decline to grant the nine-hour day. 
The agreement Wag reached mainly 
through the efforts of Chairman Knapp, 
of the Interstate commerce commission, 
and Chairman Neill, of the United States 
labor commission.

lars have been wasted in an ignorant 
and blind scratching for gold around 
Dahlonega alone. Two years ago the 
board of trustees at the North Geor- 
gia Agricultural college sent to the 
Colorado School of Mines for a trained 
man to inaugurate a department of 
mining engineering here! He had been 
here but one year when a mining 
company saw the value of his expert 
knowledge and offered him twice as 
much money as the college could pay. 
He took charge of the property, sank 
shafts intelligently and discovered 
large quantities of ore richer than 
fanybody drearmed was here. The re- 
sult will probably be that deep mining 
for gold in this section, under trained 
supervision, will show that these mines 
are as rich as those in the west. 

This brings me to the matter. which 
I want to take before the legislature 
and the people of the state.
